give due Obedience thereunto, and alſo to beaiding andaſſiſting in all things tend⸗ 
ing to the Execution thereof, as they tender Our Diſpleaſure, and upon pain of 

being pꝛoceeded againſt as Contemners of Pur Royal Authoꝛity.
